WASHINGTON — Nazidom gav e th e world 
a n ew word in th e terrify in g ex pression “blitz­ 
krieg,” or “ligh tn in g war.

Europe gradually emerges, it appears certain 
th at it will go down in h istory as an effort at 
a “blitzpeace.” 
It will be recalled th at th e Presiden t an ­ 
n oun ced th e Welles trip on a Friday morn in g. 
Secretary Hull immediately th ereafter issued 
a statemen t of h is own th at h e h ad begun con ­ 
v ersation s with “n eutral gov ern iren ts” on th e 
problems of trade an d disarmamen t sure to 
follow th e war. 
Th ere was n o in dication wh o 
th e “n eutrals” were, an d th e in q uiries of my s­ 
tified n ewsmen were met with a wall of si­ 
len ce wh ich h as con tin ued to th is day . 
Th e reason n o n ames were giv en out w'as 
th at th e “con v ersation s” h ad begun only that 
morning, an d th e on ly n eutral con tacted was 
Argen tin a. Th e man n er in wh ich th is was don e 
is rev ealin g of th e “blitz” ch aracter of th e 
wh ole peace v en ture. 
Argen tin e Ambassador Espil h ad an ap­ 
poin tmen t th at morn in g with Sumn er Welles. 
Wh en Espil arriv ed, Welles said n oth in g about 
goin g to Europe, but talked about th e desira­ 
bility of a un ited n eutral fron t after peace was 
restored.

er Hull was kiddin g th em or th e American 
public.

from somewh ere or oth er.” 
I h av e forgotten from wh ere ex actly th ey were ex pected to 
jump forth , fully armed, if our arsen als h ad gun s for on ly a 
h un dred th ousan d men , but it was a pleasan t idea, flatterin g 
to our pride. 
Some of our h istorian s repeated th is n oble y arn 
un til we came to believ e it an d by refusin g to v ote mon ey for 
our army con tin ued a state of affairs h igh ly detrimen tal to our 
n ation al h on or, for as sev eral of th e more reliable specialists 
upon th is subject h av e poin ted out, ev ery on e of our wars dur­ 
in g th e last cen tury an d a h alf h av e in v ariably led up to 
a 
series of disasters. 
Ah d it was on ly after y ears of costly re­ 
organ ization th at we were fin ally able to gain a few v ictories. 
It was that way during the Rev olution, which could hav e 
been w'on in a couple of months if the patriots had only submitted 
to a little more of th at disciplin e wh ich fin ally was h ammered 
in to th em by a n umber of foreign drill-masters, Fren ch , German 
an d Polish . 
Th e War of 18 12 was an en dless series of defeats an d dis­ 
asters.

The n ormal human bein g has an 
, in telligen ce quotien t w^hich is bas­ 
ed on a test wuth a ratin g of 90 
to 110. If his ratin g is from 80 
to 90, he is said to be d ull, an d a 
¡ratin g from 70 to 80 puts him on 
the bord erlin e. A ratin g below^ 70 
in d icates feeble-min d ed n ess. 
The various d egrees of feeble­ 


min d ed person s have been classi­ 
fied as high grad e, mid d le grad e 
an d low' grad e moron s; imbeciles 
an d id iots. Sin ce the id iot is the 
lowest classification of men tality, 
w'e w'ill begin wuth that. 


An id iot has the men tality of an 
in fan t an d is almost helpless. On e 
type of id iot is kn own as the mi- 
crocephalic because his brain is 
so small. An other form of id iocy 
d evelops w^hen there is in sufficien t 
action of the thyroid glan d . For­ 
tun ately with this type, ad min is­ 
tration of thyroid substan ce brin gs 
about improvemen t. 
On e form of id iocy for which 
scien ce as yet has n othin g d efi­ 
n ite to offer is that of the Mon - 


golian id iots. The presen t belief 
is that they are wholly abn ormal.
